Miss Bennett 
gave her age as 20 and her occu- 
pation as waitress.

At first Miss Bennett said 
the machine was hers but later, the 
police said, she admitted knowing 
it had been stolen and said Bruley 
gave it to her with instructions to 
bring it here. 

The car was taken from George 
S. Steinberg of Chicago on Oct. 3, 
in Chicago. He claimed it yester- 
day and identified a picture of 
Bruley as the man who had robbed 
him of the car and $17. Steinberg 
quoted Bruley a8 saying in the 
holdup: “I’m already wanted for 
one murder and I don’t mind com- 
mitting another if you don’t do 
what I tell you.”

Cheered by Big Audience. 
The Democratic county chair- 

man, David L. Lawrence, described 
last night’s meeting as ‘“‘the great- 
est political gathering in Pennsyl- 
vania’s history.” Applause and 
cheers came from the audience at 
the big park of the Pittsburgh 
baseball club when the Governor 
made his reference to beer and 
when he replied to former Presi- 
dent Coolidge’s recent statement 
that he should have declared him- 
self on the bonus. 

The Governor’s pronouncement 
on the bonus issué was added to 
the advance text of his speech at 
the last moment. The declafation 
covered a single typewritten sheet 
and was delivered near the end of 
the long criticism of administra- 
tion fiscal policies. 

He said that in accerdance 
with the fundamental pdlicy of 
economy it was necessary to elim- 
inate from Federal budget-making 
during this emergency; all new 
items except such as relate to direct 
relief of unemployment.

“Not a Dime’s Interest Outside 
U. S. in 15 Years,” 
He Says.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 20.—In a 
telegram received by C. C. Teague, 
head of the Républican campaign 
in Southern California, President 
Hoover stated he has not “had a 
dime’s interest” in any activity out- 
side the United States during the 
last 15 years. 

The telegram was in response to 
an inquiry from Teague who  in- 
formed Mr. Hoover that oil work- 
ers in California were receiving po- 
litical pamphlets charging that he 
opposed the tariff on oil because of 
ownership of foreign oil wells.

A woman witness yes- 
terday testified she saw Berrie take 
the wedding ring from his wife's 
hand as she lay on her deathbed. 
Mrs. Ruth Bérrie said the pas- 
tor’s second bride, on returning 
from the honeymoon, was wearing 
a fifth ring which had belonged 
to the first Mrs. Berrie. The first 
wife seldom wore the ring, she 
said.

“Each of the latter sees rela- 
tively few cases in his own prac- 
tice, and if there happens to be a 
consecutive number of bad results 
he naturally gets a very pessimis- 
tic view of the situation. If large 
series of cases are analyzed, how- 
ever, it is found that there is a 
very respectable percentage of ar- 
rested or cured cagzes.”’ 


Discussion of Recurrences. 

“The standard of cure generally 
adopted in compiling cancer sta- 
tistics, the so-called five-year 
‘cure,’”’ Dr. Davis explained, ‘“‘con- 
Sists of an observation period of 
five years following treatment at 
the end of which time the patient 
is living without discoverable 
symptoms of the disease. 

“Recurrences are most frequent 
in the first two years after treat- 
ment, and progressively diminish 
thereafter. Recurrences, unfortu- 
nately, do take place after five 
years or even after 10 or 20 years, 
Or at any period. If an absolute 
criterion of cure were demanded 
it would be necessary to establish 
the freedom of the body by a com- 
plete autopsy after the death of 
the individual, an obvious absurd- 
— 

“Four Significant Facts.” 

“Four significant facts emerge 
from a symposium such as this,” 
said Dr. J. M. T. Finney of Johns 
Hopkins University, concluding his 
report of evidence that breast can- 
cer could be completely cured if 
the patient consulted her physi- 
cian “at the first sign of trouble 
in the breast.” He specified: 

Cancer is curable, or what* 
amounts to the same thing, it 
may be held in abeyance for an 
indefinite term of years by time- 
ly radical surgical measures. 

Early diagnosis is essential to 
success. 

The most radical excision of 
the growth is alone productive 
of the best results. 

In the present state of our 
knowledge any improvement in 
our percentage of cures must 
come through educating the pa- 
tient to seek earlier advice. 

Treatment in Incipiency. 

Early diagnosis and proper 
treatment would reduce annual 
cancer deaths by thousands, Dra. 
Franklin H. Martin of Chicago, di- 
rector-general of the American 
College of Surgeons, declared in 
listing the purposes of the sympo- 
sium. The first was “To impress 
upon the practitioners of scientific 
medicine, and indirectly upon the 
public, that carcinoma is curable by 
the use of well-known and estab- 
lished methods of treatment.” 

“Tf all cases of cancer could be 
diagnosed early and treated 
promptly in their incipiency,” he 
said, “the annual death rate from 
the disease, now recorded as 150,- 
000 in the United States and Can- 
ada, would be reduced by at least 


33 per cent, or 50,000 a year. Even 


if only one-half of the cancer cases 
could be diagnosed early and 
properly treated, the death rate 
would be reduced by 25,000 a 
year.” 

“This preponderance of _ evi- 
dence,” Dr. Martin hoped, would 
impel an increasing number. of the 
public to demand facilities for 


thorough and scientific annual or 


semi-annual examination, ‘so that 
not only cancer, but any and all 
diseases may be discovered in their 
incipiency, when. they are amena- 
bie to treatment.” 

Further he considered that the 
symposium might encourage hos- 
pitals, local medical societies and 
clinies to provide facilities “where- 
by every physician who is practic- 
ing scientific medicine will have 
available the necessary equipment 


and trained aids to insure the com-!. 


prehensive examination of his pa- 
tients.”’ 

Some Advanced Cases Cured. 

Remarking that even in ad- 
vanced cancer, “‘if it is subjected to 
proper treatment, its progress may 
often be stayed and the disease not 
infrequently cured,” he said the 
college desired “to make these 
facts so obvious that a general pol- 
icy will be established to treat sys- 
tematically every case of cancer, 
in whatever stage of advance or 
only because of the immediate or 
remote possibility of a cure, but be- 
cause palliative measures would 
bring great encouragement and re- 
lief of distressing symptoms.” 

Explaining that the college wish- 
es to establish ‘a universal policy” 
of reporting ‘‘the brilliant results’’ 
as well as the fatalities in cancer, 
he concluded, ‘‘if we accomplish the 
full humanitarian purposes (for 
which this symposium was organ- 
wed the discouraging psychosis that 
now exists in the minds of the pro- 
fession as well as the public will 
be dispelled. A consciousness that 
cancer is curable will be establish- 
ed in the minds of all; fear will be 
displaced by a spirit of hopeful- 
ness; and every victim of cancer or 
suspected cancer will present him- 
self for early diazrosis and treat- 
ment.”’

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Oct. 20.—The 
body of a man, presumably a St. 
Louisan, taken from the Mississip- 
pi River near here _ yesterday, 
awaits identification at the Morgue. 

Because of large rocks found in 
the man’s clothing, it is believed 
he jumped or was thrown into the 
river about a week ago. Sewed to 
the lining of a blue snit with red 
stripe in which the body = was 
clothed were the initials H. C. T. 

In the pockets of the suit were 
found street car tokens and a 
week-end pass sold by the St. Louis 
Public Service Co., a gold watch, 
four keys, a pocket knife and a 
small amount of change. 

The body was said to be that of 
a& man about 50 years old.

“We all know that our own fam- 
ily credit depends in large part on 
the stability of the credit of the 
United States. And here at least is 


7 
one field in which all business, big 
business and little business and 
family business and the individual's 
business, is at the mercy of our big 
Government down in Washington. 

“Now, it is undoubtedly true that 
the mind of the average individual, 
man and woman, has been unable 
to keep pace in the past 10 or 12 
years with the intricacies of Fed- 
eral financing. In the first place, 
what used to be analagous to an 
old-fashioned account book that all 
the family could understand, has 
become in Washington a maze of 
intricate double-entry bookkeeping 
which only a few highly trained 
technical expert accountants could 
possibly understand. 

What I should like to do is to 
reduce, in so far as possible, the 
problem of our national finances to 
the terms of a family budget. 

Now the credit of the family de- 
pends chiefly on whether that fam- 
ily is living within its income, And 
this is so of the nation. If the 
nation is living within its income, 
its credit is good. If in some crisis 
it lives beyond its income for a 
year or two it can usually borrow 
temporarily on reasonable terms. 
But if, like a spendthrift, it throws 
discretion to the winds, is willing 
to make no sacrifice at all in spend- 
ing, extends its taxing to the limit 
of the people's power to pay and 
continues to pile up deficits, it is 
on the road to bankruptcy. 

For over two years our Federal 
Government has experienced* un- 
precedented deficits, in spite of in- 
creased taxes. We must not forget 
that there are three separate gov- 
ernmental spending and taxing 
agencies in the United States — 
national, state and local. Because 
the apparent national income 
seemed to have spiralled upward 
from about 35 billions a year in 
1913 to about $0 billions in 1928, 
all three of our governmental units 
became reckless and the _  tota) 
spending in all three classes rose 
in the same period from about 
three billions to nearly 13 billions, 
or from 8% per cent of income to 
14% per cent of income. 


Third of Income for Taxes. 

But even then we did not greatly 
worry. We thought we were get- 
ting rich. ‘Come easy, £0 easy’’ 
was the rule. It was all very merry 
while it lasted, but when the crash 
came, we were shocked to find 
that, while income dropped away 
like snow in the spring, govern- 
mental expense did not, with the 
result that it is eatimated that in 
19232 our national income will not 
much exceed 45 billions, while our 
total cost of government will be 
considerably in excess of 15 bil- 
lions. This simply means that one- 
third—33 1-3 per ‘cent—of the en- 
tire income of our people must go 
for the luxury of being governed, 

That is an impossible economic 
condition. Quite apart from every 
man’s own tax assessment, that 
burden is a brake on any return to 
normal business activity. Taxes are 
paid in the sweat of every man 
who labors because they are a bur- 
den on production and can be paid 
only by production. If excessive, 
they are reflected in idle factories, 
tax-sold farms, and hence in hordes 
of the hungry tramping the streets 
and seeking jobs in vain. Our work- 


ers may never see a tax bill but 
they pay in deductions from wages. 


“in increased cost of what they buy, 
lor (as now) in broad cessation of 
employment. There is not an un- 
employed man—there is not a 
struggling farmer-—-whose interest 
in this subject is not direct and 
vital. : 

Let me mcxe it perfectly clear, 
however, that if men or women or 
children are starving in the United 
States, I regard it as a positive duty 
of Government to raise by taxes 
whatever surn may be necessary to 
keep them from starvation. 


What I am talking about are the 
taxes which go to the ordinary 
costs of conducting © Government 
and that is where the question of 
extravagance comes in. There can 
be no extravagance when starva- 
tion is in question; but extrava- 
gance does apply to the mounting 
budget of the Federal Government 
in Wastington during these past 
four years. 

Extravagance in Washington. 

The most obvious effect of ex- 
travagant Government spending is, 
then, its burden on farm and in- 
dustrial activity and, for that, 
nearly every Government unit in 
the United States is to blame. But 
when we come to consider prodigal- 
ity and extravagance in the Fed- 
eral Government—as distinguished 
from State or local government— 
we are talking about something 
even more dangerous. For upon the 
financial stability of the United 
States Government depends the sta- 
bility of trade and employment, 
and of the entire banking, saving 
and insurance system of the coun- 
try. 

To make things clear—to explain 
that the exact nature of the pres- 
ent conditions of the Federal pock- 
etbook, I must go back to 1929. 


Many people have believed the 
story which has been painstaking- 
ly circulated by the administration 
that the routine spending of our 
Federal Government has been kept 
on a fairly even keel during these 
past five years. It was perhaps 
easy to give this impression be- 
cause the total outlay each year up 
to the emergency appropriations of 
this year did not increase alarm- 
ingly. But the joker in this is that 
total outlay includes interest and 
sinking fund on the public debt—a 
fixed charge which was declining 
during the days of national debt 
reduction and lower interest rates 
thereon. On the plain question of 
frugality of management, if we 
want to compare routine govern- 
ment outlay of 1927 with that for 
1931, for example, we must sub- 
tract this so-called “debt service 
charge” from the total budget for 
both years. If we do this, we find 
that the expenditure fer the busi- 
ness of government in 1927 was 
$2.187,000,000 and in 1931, $3,168,- 
090,000. That, my friends, repre- 
sents an increase of actua! adminis 
trative spending in those four years 
of approximately one billion dol- 
lars, or roughly, 50 per cent: and 
that, I may add, is the most reck- 
less and extravagant pace [I have 
been able to discover in the statis- 
tical record of any peacetime gov- 
ernment anywhere, any time. 

[It is an ultimate fact which is 
the exact reverse of the thing an- 
nounced as fact by Republican 
leaders, 

Let me repeat those figures s0 
that the whole country can get 
them clearly in mind. Leaving out 
debt service charges in both in- 
stances, the cost of carrying on the 
Government’s business was $2,187.- 
000,000 in 1927; $3,168,000,000 in 
1931—an increase in four years of 
$1,000,000,000. 

Govermnent’s Solemn Duty. 

That is the story of the spending 
side of the budget; but it is less 
than half of the whole appalling 
story. 

On the income side of the bud- 
get, the record is worse. Unlike 
other taxing agencies, the Federal 
Governme t does not levy a direct 
tax on property. Therefore, you 
don’t have to be an expert to know 


that when anything happens that 
violently contracts sales and in- 
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a similar violent contraction of 
Federal income and that a Govern- 
ment charged with maintaining the 
financial stability of the United 
States under all conditions is un- 
der a very solemn duty, in such 
an event, to take immediate steps 
to avoid a deficit. 

Although six weeks had elapsed 
since the worst economic crash in 
history, the Federal budget of De- 
cember, 1929, did mot even refer 
to it. ‘It estimated receipts for the 
year ending June $0, 1981, at 4.2 
billions, actually more than they 
had been in the preceding year of 
economic fantasy—a figure which 
obviously could not possibly be at- 
tained without immediate return ty 
the exaggerated- speculations of 
1929. The administration advised 
no economy. On the contrary, it 
proposed a reduction of taxes and 
it blandly remarked, “Our finances 
are in sound condition... . Our es- 
timated expenditures ... are well 
within our expected receipts.” 

Against these estimated receipts, 
Placed at 4.2 billiona by Secretary 
Mellon, the sad fact is that actual 
revenue turned out to be 3.3 billions 
—-$900,000,C°0 less than the esti- 
mate—a cool billion of over-esti- 
mating. 

I recite the 1929 Federal incident 
to clarify what happened at Wash- 
ington in 1930 and 1931. In De- 
cember of 1930 a new budget ap- 
peared, Vast declines in every form 
of business activity were new 
crystallized and certain. The na- 
tional income was in a nose-dive, 
and it was therefore certain that 
Federal income was on the verge of 
a catastrophe. But that new budget 
of December, 1930, recommended 
neither increased taxes nor de- 
creased expenditure although, upon 
that recommendation depended the 
credit standing of this country. 


The budget message of the Pres- 
ident asserted that the deficit for 
1931 -would be only $180,000,000, 
and contained the statements: “Nor 
do I leok with great concern upon 
this moderate deficit,” and, “our 
Government finances are in a sound 
condition ’’ A surplus of $30,000,- 
000 was estimated for 1932—that is 
to say, the net deficit for the two 
years together was estimated at 
$150,000,000. Now at this time the 
President and the Secretary of the 
Treasury had plenty of experience 
with falling tax receipts. 


The astonishing and inescapable 
fact is that no such results as those 
estimated could have been achieved 
without an immediate and complete 
business reeovery from the prac- 
tical paralysis then existing, 

In other words, this 1930 budget 
cannot fairly be called an estimate 
at all. It was an extreme hazard 
on the hope of an economic mir- 
acle—-a gamble, if you please—on 
a highly improbable assumption, a 
gamble with your money and mine. 

“Entitled to 'rankness,”’ 

There is something much more 
than mere error in this kind of 
thing. Our people and the world 
are entitled to reasonable accuracy 
and reasonable prudence, and above 
all they are entitled to complete 
frankness. They have a right and 
a duty to place in retirement those 
who conceal realities and abuse 
confidence, 

emember these simple facts. On 
December 3, 1930, the administra- 
tion of President Hoover estimated 
that on the following June 806th the 
Government would have a total def 
icit of $180,000,000, but that dur- 
ing the following fiscal year, in 
other words on June 30th, 1932, it 
would have had a profit of $396,- 
000,000, thus reducing the total 
deficit by June 30, 1982, to $150,- 
000,000. 

Now, my friends, I am going to 
give you a real shock. Instead of 
the estimated deficit of $150,000,- 
000, the deficit on June 30, 1982 
was for the two fiscal years three 
and three-quarters billions dollars. 

No, I fear we eannot eall this 
budget an estimate—nor even a 
fair gamble, I don’t know what to 
call this kind of representation of 
that kind of fact, but the nanie 
certainly is not candor. 

1931 proved to be the worst year 
yet experienced in the depression. 
For my distinguished opponent it 
was the year when all his distinc. 
tive 1928 economie heresies seemed 
to come home to roost together. 

Heresies Came Home to Koost,” 

Let us call the roll of them. 

1. The loans te “backward and 
crippled countries,” which he said 
would provide uninterrupted em- 
ployment end industrial activity by 
expanding our export. trade no 
longer could be made. 

2. Retaliation against his mon- 
strous Grundy tariff against which 
the best economic and industria! 
thought in the country had stood 
in almost unanimous protest and 
against which it once more protest- 
ed within the past week, and which 
was to cure our agriculture and 
maintain our indutsry, had begun 
to strangle world trade, including 
our Own. 

3. Debtor nations (no longer sus- 
tained by our improvident leans 
and no longer able to export goods) 
were drained of gold for debts and, 
one by one, were forced to aban- 
don specie payments. 

4. As a direct result of all these 
influences, our export markets 
dried up, our commodity prices 
slumped and our domestic busi- 
ness was declining at ‘a more rapid 
rate than business in some of the 
backward and crippled countries. 
Unemployment also began to rise 
here in even greater proportions 
than in Europe. To top this ruin 
of all these seductive 1928 theories 
(which were to bring the millenni- 
um of abolished poverty) came the 
complete collapse of the 1929 and 
1930 administration fiscal policy. 

The truth about the shattering 
effect of all these homing heresies 

an to leak out as the summer 
of ‘1931 advanced, It is my opinion 
that in the conduct of national fi- 
nances, as in the conduct ef cor- 


poration finances, or family bude 


as one had hoped, it is far better 


to face the truth than to try to 
hide it. That is why it was far 
more harmful to the Nation last 
autumn, and all through this year, 
to have the facts leak out than it 
would have been to have had them 
boldly and frankly disclosed to us 
when they were actually happen- 
ing. : 

My friends, the result of such a 
combination of disquieting revela- 
tions was inevitable. The very basis 
of confidence in our economic and 
financial structure both here and 
abroad was impaired. A fresh wave 
of. liquidation ensued. Foreigners 
took gold back to their now shat- 
tered “backward and crippled coun- 
tries’’—until a coo! billion had been 
drawn from our reserves. It was 
the stygian climax to the black 
business year of 1931, | 

Says Opponents Are Frantic. 

I emphasize this history because 
our opponents have now become 
almost frantic in their insistance 
that this entire sequence originated 
abroad-—that no American policy 
was in the least to blame, and that 
to say otherwise is what they call 
“hideous misrepresentation.” The 
“foreign cause” alibi is like ascrib- 
ing measles to its spots rather than 
to its characteristic germs. 

No, we need not look abroad for 
scapegoats. We had ventured into 
the economic stratosphere on the 
wings of Mr. Hoover’s novel, rad- 
ical and unorthodox economic 
theories of 1928—the complete col- 
lapse of which brought the real 
crash in 1931. The Grundy tariff 
accentuated the drop. As hard 
reality rushed up to meet our fall, 
this administration did not see fit 
to adapt its fiscal policies to this 
inevitable consequence. It is a re- 
sponsibility which no campaign 
alibi can avert, and today the day 
of reckoning is here. 

The recent administration strat- 
egy in this campaign is a direct 
appeal to public sympathy for their 
agony of spirit in the dark hours 
of 1931-32, when retribution for 
our chasing after strange economic 
gods overtook us. They protest 
against any assessment of just 
blame. But they protest in vain, 

Sympathy for Leaders. 

I want to say, with all sincerity, 
that I recite this record with re- 
luctance. No man with a spark 
of humanity can fail to sympathize 
with our responsible leaders in 
hours of crisis. Politics or no pol- 
itics, I pay my tribute to the devo- 
tion of the President. It is net 
true to say that he has not been 
unremitting in his efforts, and I 
for one have never heard it said. 
But I do indict his administration 
for wrong action, for delayed ac- 
tion, and for lack of frankness and 
courage. Before the administra- 
tion partisans complain of this 
arraignment, they. must remember 
that the American people are now 
about to exercise their democratic 
right of self-determination of their 
own fate and future. They must 
make a choice. The administra- 
tion's appeal for sympathy is not 
based on any frank acknowledg- 
ment of the failure of the policies 
so clearly portrayed by these tragic 
events. It is, on the contrary, a 
denial that these printiples have 


ruggedness of that persistence, 

In such circumstances I should 
fail utterly in my duty 
American people if J did not fear- 
lessly portray these errors and link 
them directly to the havoe which 
they have brought and which they 
threaten to continue. 

Wreckage of Program. 

The autumn of 1981 witnessed, 
then, the complete wreckage of the 
administration program to that 
date—the collapse of its entire eco- 
nomic philosophy The convening 
of the Seventy-second Congress last 
December marked.a new phase, The 
President appeared with his De- 
cember, 1931, budget message, That 
was a fateful moment, That was 
the time for an honest demonstra- 
tion to the world that might have 
set the whole world trend of eco- 
nomic events in an upward direc- 
tion or at least checked the de- 
cline, All that it was necessary 
to do was finally to end the two 
years of vacillation and secretive- 
ness——to tell the truth to the'Con- 
gress of the United States-——to rely 
on it to balance the budget and 
establish American credit in the 
eyes of all the world. — 

This administration specifically 
cknowledged the necessity for that, 
It said it was going to balance the 
budget. Then it said it was bal- 
ancing the budget, and finally, it 
said it had bdalanced.the budget 
and now, months later, it insists 
that because it has balanced the 
budget, it has saved the Gibraitar 
of world stability and prevented the 
overthrow of our form of govern- 
ment. If all this is true the admin- 
istration has done well. If it is 
not true, then the administration 
stands convicted of a new and fatal 
trifling with the welfare of our 
people and the credit of our coun- 
try. F 
Quotes Treasury Statement, 

Let us not waste words. I now 
quote from the daily Treasury state- 
ment at the end of the first quarter 
of the current fiscal year, made 
three weeks ago, on Sept. 30, 1932: 
“Excess of expenditures over re- 
ceipts, $402,9438,002." 

For the corresponding quarter of 
last year the deficit was only $380,- 
495,584, but at the end of the year 
it was $2,885,000,000. There is, 
therefore, strong indication that we 
are in for another staggering defi- 
cit. If the present rate continues, 
the true deficit as of June 30 next 
year will be over $1,600,000,000, 
not as large as it was in the un- 
precedented fiscal year of 1932, but 
so great that it makes us catch 
our breath. 

I regret to say that the. appeal!

gave our Treasury—without 
hesitation or limit—every cent of 
revenue it asked for and that, at 
the end, the administration assured 
Congress and the country that the 
task had been accomplished, 
“Afraid to Trust People.” 

I have already shown how unre- 
liable these constant assurances 
are. It is not seemly to conjec- 
ture motives, but I think it is fair 
to say of the whole record of ad- 
ministration policy in the last four 
years reveals that it has been 
afraid to trust the people of the 
United States with the true facts 
about their affairs. That is a fun- 
damental error which shows unfa- 
miliarity with the true basis of 
American character. 


While the President claims that 
he did finally recommend new 
taxes, I fear that this courage came 
two years too late and in far too 
scanty measure. It explains “pros- 
perity ‘around the corner.” It ex: 
plains two complete concealments 
of deficits and the insufficiency of 
the acts taken last winter. * It is an 
error of weakness and an error 
which I assure you IT shall not 
make, 

Our Federal extravagance and 
improvidenee bears a double evil: 
first, our people and eur business 
cannot carry its excessive burdens 
of taxation: second, our credit 
structure is impaired by the unor- 
thodox Federal financing made 
necessary by the unprecedented 


magnitude of these deficits, The 


latter is the more technical, but to 
my mind the more immediately 
dangerous evil and, at the risk of 
being tedious to many of my audi- 
ence, I want to ask their indulgence 
while I talk, for a moment, straight 
to our financiers, 


Absorbed Lending Capacity. 

Instead of financing the billion 
dollar deficit of 1931 in the regu- 
lar way, our Government simply 
absorbed that much of the lending 
capacity of banks and by so much 
impaired the credit available for 
business. In that year the amount 
of Government obligations held by 
our banks increased by a little 
more than one billion dollars. 

You know as well as I do that 
this administration’s claims that it 
has provided credit for industry 
and agriculture by pouring credit 
into banks are not frank. Commer- 
cial credit has continuously con- 
tracted and is contracting now: 
Most of this new Government-cre- 
ated credit has been taken to ‘fi- 
nance the Government's continuing 
deficits. The truth .is that our 
banks are financing these stupen- 
dous deficits and that the- burden 
is absorbing their resources, All 
this is highly undesirable and whol« 
ly annecessary. It arises from one 
cause only, and that is the unbal- 
anced budget and the continued

De Castellane’s Career; Known as

ors than honor.” It was the in- 


‘itention of the family that Boni 


independence, however, were put 
to a hard test by military discipline 
and he left the army as soon as he 
had completed his compulsory serv- 
ice. 


He at once launched out into 
Paris society where, he had decided 
to play a leading role. 

Three children were born of the 
marriage of De Castellane and An- 
na Gould.

De Castellane 
should follow a military career. His 
antocratic character and his love of 
sought to have the marriage 
annulled after the divor¢e had been 
granted, appealing to the Vatican 
for that purpose.

Soon after his mar.idge to Anna 
Gould he began to display the af- 
fluence that came to him through 
the union. He built a marble pal- 
ace on the Avenue du Bois de Bou- 
logne. A stable of more than 20 
thoroughbreds were running at 
Longchamp and other metropolitan 
tracks under the flashy colors of 
De Castellane. His entries won few 
races, but they were well backed 
in the pari-mutuel] booths. 

De Castellane then™proceeded to 
earn the title, “prince of extrava- 


upon him. Some of the receptions 
which he arranged at the Bois de 
Boulogne palace in honor of visit- 
ing potentates never have been 
surpassed in Paris for display. 

Then came the divorce and the 
crash. Suddenly he was faced with 
the necessity of earning his own 
living. He made frantic efforts to 
effect a reconciliation, but to no 
avail. The Countess Anna was 
quoted by her attorney, Albert 
Clemenceau, as saying that she 
“was tired of receiving Kings and 
Emperors one day and slaps in the 
face the next.”

SANDERS SAYS THE DEMOCRATS 
DIDN'T ALWAYS BLAME HOOVER 


G. O. P. Chairman Declares Lead- 
ers Once Deplored Accusa- - 
tions Against President. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.—Chairman 
Everett Sanders of the Republican 
National Committee took issue to- 
day with Democratic spokesmen, 
who, he said, had charged that 
President Hoover was responsible 
for “the world depression.” He 
spoke at a Republican luncheon at 
the Hamilton Club. 

He quoted John Raskob, former 
chairman of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee, as saying in his 
radio address of Oct. 27, 1936: “In 
closing, let me say that no coun- 
try in the world, not even our own, 
was ever in as splendid position 
to, go forward and enjoy a period 
of prosperity as our country is to- 
day. Everything has been thor- 
oughly deflated and business is 
now turning upward.” 

Sanders also said that Alfred E. 
Smith two days later said in a ra- 
dio talk: “At Providence, in Rhode 
Island (Oct. 27) I spoke about the 
present business depression and 
condition of unemployment pre- 
vailing throughout the nation. I 
distinctly do not, nor do I believe 
that any leader of the Democratic 
party, takes the position of placing 
upon the Republican party the 
blame for the business depression 
and consequent unemployment.” 

“Gov. Roosevelt himself, at the 
Democratic victory dinner on Jan. 
14 of this year.” said Sanders, ‘felt | 
that democracy could not tolerate 
abuse against the President. Here 
are his words: 

“*"We shall never be made the 
object of the accusation that we 
have dealt our opponents a blow 
below the belt. . . .I1 deplore the 
tendency to blame all our present 
troubles on the President.’ ”’

Is Good Field tor Women 


Dr. 


Catherine Macfarlane Declares They 
Have Same Opportunities as-Men If They 
Have Stamina and Idealism. 


For the young woman of stamina 
und idealism the field of medicine 
offers rich rewards, Dr. Catherine 
Macfarlane, professor of gynecol- 
ogy, Woman’s Medical College of 
Pennsylvania, said today at Hotel 
Statler. 

Dr. Macfarlane, one of the most 
widely known women surgeons in 
the United States and a member 
of the faculty of the only medical! 
college exclusively for women in 
the country, is participating in the 
congress of the American College 
of Surgeons, of which she is a fel- 
low. 

“Even in this time of depression 
woman medical school graduates 
may be placed readily,” Dr. Mac- 
farlane said, “but no woman should 
attempt to enter the medical pro- 
fession unless she is willing to work 
hard and determined to persist in 
spite of obstacles. 

Men Have Same Obstacles. 

“The obstacles, however, are the 

same as those encountered by the 
men. The prejudice against woman 
physicians and surgeons virtually 
has disappeared. Even the general 
public has come to realize that 
women must undergo the same 
training and acquire the same 
knowledge as male graduates. A:id 
there are certain activities for 
which women are peculiarly fit- 
ed.” 
; While the financial rewards of- 
fered by medicine “are as good as 
in any profession,” continued Dr. 
Macfarlane, who has a large prac- 
tice in Philadelphia and is on the 
staff of several hospitals there, the 
“intangibles” the idealistic 
achievements—are ‘“‘far better.” 

Women are adapted particularly, 
she said, to public health work 
and industrial medicine, although 
able to take their place as general 
practitioners. 

“Woman surgeons are especially 
successful in. nose and throat 
work,” Dr. Macfarlane said, “‘be- 
cause of their small hands and 
gentle touch. They are effective 
with babies, too—a little child 
seems to belong in a woman’s 
hands.” 

Women Needed on Faculties, 

Dr. Macfarlane, who was grad- 
uated in 1898 from the institution 
with which she is now associated, 
said it was founded in 1850 when 
“women were not able to study 
anywhere else.” 

“Tt was a cause then,” she re- 
called, “‘with obstacles of prejudice 
and bigotry to overcome. Happily, 
the barriers of prejudice against 
women in medicine are seldom 
found today. 

“But I think there is a decided 
need for more women faculty 
members in medical schools and 
more women teaching physicians 
on hospital staffs. Schools which 
have many women enrolled often 
have only one or two women in- 
structors and even if the enroll- 


oe 


ment was entirely masculine there 
is no reason why the faculty should 
not include women. 

“Sex has nothing to do with 
medicine. It hasn’t anything to do 
with mentality. The field of exact 
science is open to both men and 
women.” 


Mythical Differences. 


Dr. Macfarlane conceded that 

she “started out with the idea that 
men were better mentally fitted for 
certain subjects than women,” but 
that her experience has taught her 
that most of the mental and emo- 
tional differences attributed gener- 
ally to the sexes are mythical. 
_ “Why, the best teachers of math. 
ematics I ever had were women,” 
she recalled, “and they have taken 
their place in research work and 
other activities calling for exact, 
precise, logic, with emotionalism 
and ‘intuition’ barred. : 

“And as far as surgery goes— 
well, let me tell you that a boy 
shrinks from the sight of blood 
just as much asa girl. Such reac- 
tions, however, are soon overcome 
because the medical training is so 
gradual that by the time the pupi! 
is thoroughly equipfed it doesn’t 
seem so terrifying. Each case rep- 
resents merely a problem to be 
solved.” 

“A Glorious Craft.” 


Dr. Macfarlane paused. Her eyes. 
warmly sympathetic, gleamed wi 
an enthusiasm the years have 
failed to dim. 

“Oh, medicine is a wonderful 
profession!” she exclaimed. “It’s a 
glorious craft transmitted from one 
to another. The older associate 
teaches the younger. Knowledge, 
precious life saving knowledge, is 
handed down from person to per- 
son,”” 

Many woman physicians and sur- 
geons combine successfully home 
and a career, Dr. Macfarlane, who 
is unmarried, said. 


“It’s a question of executive abil, 
ity, ”" she explained, “although it 
requires a woman who is willing 
to delegate some of the responsi- 
bility for her children, leaving 
them partly in the care of gover- 
nesses and nurses. 

“That is the way Englishwomen 
do and I think it an excellent sys- 
tem. The children live in a world 
of their own, seeing their parents 
every day, of course, but only at 
certain times. | 

Parenthood and Wisdom. | 

“Those times become happy 
events for all. -A great deal of un- 
pleasantness and disillusionment is 
averted on both sides. Besides, 
part of the raising of a child can 
best be accomplished by specialists. 
The mere fact of ‘parenthood 
doesn’t necessarily imply wisdom in 
guiding a child through its forma- 
tive years. 

“While I don’t want to make a 
sweeping generalization and hurt 
any mother’s es I really:

COPPER AS ANEMIA CURE 


Patent Granted Prof. E. B. Hart 
on Mixture With Iron. 
By ‘the Associated Press. 

MADISON, Whise., Oct. 20.—A 
general patent has been granted to 
Prof Edwin B. Hart of the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin department of 
agricultural chemistry on the dis- 
covery that copper, when added to 
iron in proper proportions, results 
in a compound which prevents and 
helps cure certain forms of anemia. 
The patent has been assigned to 
the, Wisconsin Alumni Research 
Foundation. 

This was announced by Dr. Harry 
I. Russell of the foundation, who; 
said that Prof. Hart had made his 
discovery in 1928, after three years 
of research. Applications for pat- 
ents have been pending since that 
time. Dr. Russell said it had been 
found that the administration of 
copper and iron together increased 
the hemoglobin content in the blood 
from 64 to 84 per cent after four 
week in 100 cases of secondary 
anemia in children who were pa-

Statement- Read oie Radio 
Says Democratic Victory Would 
Retard Economic Recovery.

NEW YORK, Oct. 20.—BEilihu 


Root, 87-year-old dean of the Re- 
publican elder statesmen, and for- 
mer Secretary of State, said fail- 
ure of the voters to re-elect Presi- 
dent Hoover “would be a serious 


misfortune” in a statement read 
over a radio network last night by 
David Hinshaw of the Republican 
National Committee. 

“It would inevitably retard and 
set back, and probably frustrate 
the plans for restored business ac- 
tivity which Mr. Hoover has wotked 
out and put into operation and 
which have already shown their 
good effects ina multitude of 
ways,” the statement said, in part. 
“It is confidence in the working 
out of this plan; in the wisdom of 
the plan, and in the character of 
the men engaged upon it that has 
made the skies seem  \lighter for 
American industry and business. 
“But you cannot swap horses in 
crossing that stream without dis- 
aster. The attitude of the Demo- 
cratic party toward the existing 
plan is an attitude of dissatisfac- 
tion and criticism, as shown by the 
action of the Democratic House af 
Representatives. The remedy fa- 
vored by a great part of the Dem- 
ocratic party is the easy«but fatal 
remedy of inflation. 

“Upon a change of Government 
from one party to another the or- 
dinary working of human nature 
leads the incoming party to disap- 
prove and belittle the unfinished 
projects. of its defeated adversary. 
If Mr. Hoover is not re-elected we 
may expect.a practical abandon- 
ment of the plans devised by him 
for our relief and already in ef- 
fect, while business will await some 
new plan as yet unformulated. If 
the people of the country vote for 
a change, that is the kind of change 
they will get.” 


| MELLON DEFENDS PRESIDENT’S 


RECORD IN SPEECH IN ENGLAND 


Ambassador Says It’s Unfair to 
Blame Hoover for Existing 
Conditions. 

By the Associated Press. 

MANCHESTER, England, Oct. 
20.—United States Ambassador 
Andrew W. Mellon defended the 
record of the Hoover administra- 
tion today in an address before the 
English-Speaking Union. 

He indorsed the. measures taken 
by the administration to meet the 
economic crisis, he denied that the 
United States tariff has had the 
adverse effect on trade with which 
it sometimes has been credited, 
and expressed regret that the 
American election is not to be de- 
cided on the merits of important 
policy, “but, rather, . on the 
vague and general issue of discon- 
tent with existing conditions.”’ 

“It would be just as unreasona- 
ble to blame the Governor of 
Massachusetts for the low prices 
of teatiles, of the Governor of 
Minnesota for world conditions 
which have resulted in a low price 
for wheat,” he said. 

“In the case of President Hoov- 
er it is particularly unfair, for no 
one has worked harder—and, I 
think, more intelligently and witn 
more courage and vision—than has 
the President, both in his efforts 
to avoid impending calamities and 
to minimize their effects when 
they came.” 


SOVIET IMPORTER OF WHEAT 
FOR FIRST TIME IN YEARS 


Has Received 4,370,256 Bushels 
From Abroad; Half of This 
Total in August. 

MOSCOW, . Oct. 20. — For the 
first time in years Soviet Russia 
has become an importer as well as 
an exporter of wheat. 

Wheat imports, almost half of 
which were recorded in August, 
amounted to 121,396 metric tons, 
for which 5,714,000 rubles were 
paid. Exports were 116,915 tons, 
for which 4,624,000 rubles were re- 
ceived. (The nominal value of a 
ruble is 61% cents. A metric ton 
equals 36.7 bushels.) 

Exports of all grain, including 
wheat, during the eight months’ 
period, were 791,299° tons, 
which 25,596,000 rubles were re- 
ceived. Imports were 127,707 tons, 
representing 5,903,000 rubles.

Even now I am unwilling to say 
that Dr. Yost’s “diagnosis” was in- 
correct.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N the present political campaign, ene 

Republican leaders are taking two dis- 
tinct and contradictory points of view in 
regard to our foreign trade in its relation 
to the present economic depression in 
this country and to our domestic econ- 
omy.

The Republican explanation of our 
business depression appears to imply the 
contention that our foreign trade,

“our total business transactions, is never- 
‘theless ‘of such a tremendous importarice 
to us that the collapse of the same has 
‘caused the disorganization of the re- 


“maining 90 per cent of our domestic in- 


“dustry and trade. This is a sad reflec- 
‘tion upon the stability of our economic 
‘system. And again, in attempting to jus- 
tify their tariff policies, the Republican 
‘Jeaders insist that we should look 
‘through the wrong end of the telescope, 
and they tell us that our country is prac-

It was a habit, a habit which Prof. Douglas of Chi- 
cago University tells us originated in most of the 
North Central states with the slavery issue. 

But it was inevitable that the progressive Repub- 
licans should break with the party. The gulf be- 
tween them and the Republican regulars has widened 
year by year. The progressive Republicans repre- 
sent the great agricultural region. The Republican 
regulars speak for the industrial East. Their points 
of view are irreconcilable.

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SENSATION FROM CHICAGO. 

Chicago, city of gangs, hijackers, puttings-on-the- 
spot and bombings, long has been the despair of those 
who stand for law and order. Despite the efforts of 
public officials and private reformers, the city’s name 
has remained an unhappy synonym for battle, mur- 
der and sudden death. Figures just announced, how- 
ever, show that the tide has turned, and that the pine 
apple’s rending detonation is heard with less regular- 
ity in its thoroughfares. The statistics, issued by the 
Employers’ Association, show a trend for the better in 
that total bombings have suffered a net reduction— 
of 43-100ths of a bomb per month, as compared with 
the records of 1924-28. Here is progress, althqugh 
microscopic, that brings a light on Chicago’s horizon 
brighter than that of the customary burning fuse. 
The organization’s explanation is enlightening as 
well. There are fewer bombings because there are 
bigger bombings, the result of coalition among ‘gang 
forces.

One of the items that attracted his notice was $144 
for neckties. The District Justice pithily stated the 
whole issue in this paragraph: 

If during this (50-year) period some of the 
items have erroneously been treated as a part of 
the actual legitimate cost, the mere lapse of time 
will have other serious effects. On the one hand, 
it will have the tendency to cause these items to 
assume the nature of vested interests; on the 
other hand, if these items, years hence, aré final- 
ly eliminated from the capital, the\value of the 
plaintiff's securities will be suddenly and great- 
ly lessened. And, more important, if the items 
are erroneously retained in the capital accounts, 
the rates charged by the plaintiff during this 
long period will be higher than if they should be 
eliminated from the actual net investment at the 
present time. 

It would be difficult to find a more concise state- 
ment of the advantages of the prudent investment 
yardstick of utility valuation. The consumer and 
the investor are both protected. The financial ex- 
ploiter is eliminated. The Federal Water Power Act 
definitely provided that prudent investment, or, to 
use its own words, the actual legitimate investment, 
shall determine for recapture purposes the value of

The decisions are a great victory for the consumer 
and the small investor.

Pen pictures of the man are in harsh genre, but 
as the camera sees him, he’s rather an elegant fel- 
low.

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BACK TO THE STATES. 
The United States Supreme Court has upheld Mis- 
sissippi’s congressional redistricting act, reversing a 
decision of a three-Judge Federal court which voided 
the measure on the ground that it did not comply 
with the regulations of the act of Congress of 1911 
requiring congressional districts to be contiguous, 
compact and containing as nearly as practicable an 
equal number of inhabitants. 
The Supreme Court’s opinion, delivered by Chief 
Justice Hughes and unanimously concurred in, ruled 
that the 1929 apportionment act of Congress, by omit- 
ting any reference as to how districts should be 
drawn, had scrapped the law of 1911. 
The duty of dividing states into congressional dis- 
tricts is riow referred back to the legislatures of the 
states, untrammeled by Federal dictation. 
This is, of course, as it should be. The duty is a 
state duty. Moreover, the decision, regarded as one 
of the most important rendered by the Supreme Court 
in years, puts the state legislatures on their honor 
to discharge this duty faithfully and justly. Should 
the legislatures fail, either through inaction or by 
palpable gerrymanders, the people of the states will 
have means of redress; it will be their privilege to 
appeal to Congress to re-enact, or even expand, the 
conditions of 1911. 
It is unlikely, in our opinion, that legislatures will 
so fail. One by one the states have surrendered their 


Washington, until their once boasted sovereignty has 
been reduced to pitiful dimensions. Public sentintent 
is aware of that fact and is in something of a rebel- 
lion against a\centralization that menaces our fed- 
erated structure. The Supreme Court's decision erects 
a stop-sign, so to speak, on this dangerous highway. 
The decision is something more, it seems to us, than 


within the law, of a fundamental! American principle. 
The immediate political effect will be to rescue 
Mississippi from the confusion of a congressional 
election at large such as Missefri is experiencing to 
its bitter cost, and to enable that State to elect its 
Congressmen from districts, as the Constitution con- 
templates. This happy <circumstance, it is expected, 
may also be shared by Tennessee. 

Transcending any immediate political effect, how: 
ever, is the opportunity bestowed upon all the states 
to demonstrate their capacity to function competerit- 
ly in the vital political action of electing members of 
Congress.

N the magnitude of its financial oper- 
| ations, the City of New ‘York is surpassed 
‘in the Western Hemisphere only by the 


.Federal Government. There is no state in 


the Union which spends even half as much 
money as this one city; there is no other 
government in the two Americas which ig. 
spending/half as much. The city is spend- 
ing this year more than five times 4s much 
as the Irish Free State. In fact, although 
I have not had time to check all the figures 
carefully, it is probably correct to say that 
the expenditures of New York City are larg- 
er than that of any public body in the whole 
world with the exception of the national 
governments of Great Britain, France, Italy, 
Russia and the United States, 

The -affairs of this vast financial organ- 
ism idcated at the financial center of the 
world are, therefore, of more than local in- 
terest. The credit of New York City is a 
very important element in. the financial 
structure of the world. The city could not 
sink into bankruptcy and confusion with- 
out causing grave trouble, not merely in 
the city itself but in regions far beyond its 
limits.

. That there should be any question about 
the solvency of New York is due solely to 
the fact that the city is governed by an ex- 
traordinarily ignorant and predatory po- 
litical machine. The resources of the city 
are enormous. They are fully adequate, not 
merely to the public services which it is 
now providing,’ but to those larger public 
services which a civilized city ought to pro- 
vide. Only the grossest kind of mismanage- 
ment could have brought the city to the 
position it is now in, where it is a question 
whether it can meet its current obligations. 
It has required a masterly stupidity, a 
brazen exploitation of the gullibility of the 
people and a ruthiess selfishness persisted 
in for many years to bring New York to 
the edge of bankruptcy.  _.

As a matter of fact, there_is reason to 


Note for Gov. Roosevelt

N a letter published Tuesday, Gov. Roose- 

velt said, “I believe that we can cut down 
Federal expenditures from 20 to 26 per cent 
by the elimination of unnecessary offices 
and overlapping functions of government.” 

The Federal expenditures in round num- 
bers come to four billion dollars. Gov. 
Roosevelt proposes to save from $3800, 000, - 
000 to a billion dollars by “elimination of 
unnecessary offices and overlapping func- 
tions.” Let us see. 

He cannot eliminate the debt service. 
This means more than One billion he can- 
not touch, leaving him with the task of 
making his saving out of the remaining 
three billions. 

The army and navy are costing about 
$600.000,000, the ex-soldiers are costing 
about one billion. About $650,000,000 goes 
to public works and subsidies. 

This leaves about $800,000,000 to run the 
Government in which are located the “‘un- 
necessary offices and overlapping functions.” 
There is only one way of saving from $300,- 
000,000 to a billion dollars “by elimination” 
of unnecessary offices and overlapping 
functions,"’ and that is to abolish the civil 
government entirely... 

Clearly there is no way to make the sav-’ 
ings he contemplates except by cutting a lit- 
tle out of the Government, something out of 
the army and navy after an international 
agreement, something out of the pork bar- 
rel and a good deal out of the veterans’ 
bill.

net in Which He Served 
Three Years.

SEA BRIGHT, N. J., Oct. 20.— 
M. Garrison, who was Sec- 
retary of War in the first admin- 
istration of President Wilson, died 
suddenly last night. He was 68 
years old.: | 

Mr. Garrison was Secretary of 
war from March 5, 1913, to Febru- 
ary 10, 1916, when he resigned. He 
was Vice Chancellor in New Jer- 
sey from 1904 to 1913. 

Born in Camden, N. J., Nov. 28, 
1864, Mr. Garrison was educated 
in the public schools, then attend- 
ed Phillips Exeter Academy and 
was & special student at Harvard 
University for one year. He re- 
ceived his law degree from the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1885 
and was awarded the honorary de- 
gree of doctor of laws by New York 
University in 1914, Rutgers a year 
later, and Kenyon and Brown in}| 
succeeding years. 

In 1900, he married Margaret 
Hildeburn of Philadelphia. He 
studied law in an office in Phila- 
delphia, and was admitted to the 
par in Pennsylvania in 1886 and to 
the New Jersey .bar two years 
later. He practiced his profession 
in Camden until: 1898 when he 
moved te Jersey City where he 
continued his practice until his ap- 
pointment as Vice Chancellor. 

Since 1916 he was a member of 
the New York law firm of Horn- 
blower, Miller & Garrison. He was 
a member of the Lotos and Har- 
vard clubs, 

Garrison’s break with President 
Wilson came unexpectedly early in 
1916. Garrisomw had been pressing 
for a-national defense plan built} 
on a Federal continental army as 
opposed to the National Guard. 
Wilson espoused the plan in public 
speeches, but in correspondence 
with Garrison said that .while he 
believed control of the military re- 
serve should be placed under Fed- 
eral direction, he was not “irre- 
vocably or dogmatically committed 
to any one plan.” 

The House Military Committee 
was opposed to the Garrison plan. 
Wilson advised Garrison that he 
considered his insistence that only 
the War Department plan should 
Le considered “wholly unjustifia- 
ble.” 

On Feb. 10, 1916, Garrison ré- 
signed because “it is evident that 
we hopélessly disagree upon what 
I conceive to be fundamental prin- 
ciples.” His Assistant Secretary, 
Henry Breckinridge, resigned with 
him. ‘Newton D. Baker later was 
named Secretary of War.

“That Ache in Your Back”—a 
favorite subject for illustrators of 
patent medicine adve eyts— 
was discussed from the scientific 
point of view by Philip H. Kreu- 
scher of Chicago, professor of or- 
thopedic survery in Loyola Uni- 
versity School of Medicine, 

“The causes are many,” he said, 
“Some of us have backache be. 
cause we work too hard: others 
because we-work too little. Some 
take their play and recreation too 
seriously, while others, because of 
the lack of exercise, permit condi- 
tions to develop in the muscles and 
bones and joints of the body which 
predispose to aches and pains, 
Some people are too thin and have 
backache because the nerves and 
bones are not covered sufficiently 
with fat.~ Others are too fat and 
the carrying about of the extra 
weight gives them backache. Some 
Persons ate born with a condition 
which tends to permit ready dis- 
Placement of organs or such de- 
formities which may ultimately 
lead to backache.” 

Prof. Kreuscher cited a recent 
examination of a large number of 
students about 20 years old, which 
disclosed that only 7 per cent had 
normal body carriage, whereas pos- 
ture was bad in 60 per cént and 
worse in 25 per cent. He remarked 
that bad posture in youth was 
likely to become worse and some- 
times cause utterly disablement 
through deformity. Deformities 
likewise might follow the wearing 
of improper shoes or clothing in 
childnood, 

“So many conditions causing 
backache are avoidable,” he con- 
tinued. “In young children the 
aches and pains coming from poor 
posture, ill fitting shoes, careless 
habits can all be avoided by timo- 
ly instruction by parents and teach- 
érs. Rheumatiam of the back can 
often be prevented by the remova! 
of diseased tonsils and teeth. Colds, 
when they become chronic or. 
when they occur very often, may 
Cause inflamation of the spine.

“Rickets is curable so that all 
backache from rickets is prevent- 
able and can nearly always be 
cured by proper diet and the use 
of such remedies as are at the doc- 
tor’s command. Tuberculosis is also 
preventable in many instances.

DEMAND FOR DOLE 
EXTENSION BASED 
ON LONDON RIOTS 


Labor M. P. Calls for Abo- 
lition of ‘Means Test’ Be- 
fore One May Get Job- 


less Relief. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—Extension of 
the Government dole paymenis to 
unemployed was demanded in the 
House of Commons yesterday by 
George Lansbury, Labor party lead- 
er, after Prime Minister MacDon- 
ald, taking note of the rioting 
Tuesday in the Lambert district, 
had cleared the way for debate. 

‘I demand that the damnable 
‘means test’ be abolished,” Lans- 
bury said, “and that every man be 
given a chance of decent existence.” 

The “means test” in the present 


' dole regulations is a provision that 


before a person can receive unem- 
ployment insurance he must prove 
that he has not the means to sub- 
sist normally, even though he is 
not employed. 

Lansbury’s demand was support- 
ed by George Buchanan, Glasgow 
Labor member, who declared that 
further demonstrations by the un- 
employed would “wreck the exist- 
ing social system, or be _ itself 
wrecked in the attempt,” unless 
concessions were made by the Gov- 
ernment. 

Sir John Gilmour, Home Secre- 
tary, replying for the Government, 
charged the National Unemployed 
Workers’ Movement, credited with 
responsibility for the rioting Tues- 


‘| day, was connected with the Soviet 
regime at Moscow.

not intend to charge that the or- 
ganization was directed solely from 
Russia, but that it was quite clear 
that there was a “material connec- 
tion.” 

He said the National Unemployed 
Workers’ Movement was responsi- 
ble for a long list of similar dem- 
onstrations, including heavy fight- 
ing in the streets of Bristol in July 
and similar disturbances at Liver- 
pool and Birkenhead.

Howard, according to dispatches 
from Denver, denies the charge 
and will resist extradition. He is 
35 years old and formerly lived in 
Richmond Heights. 

The amount involved is that of 
an alleged shortage in his accounts 
between . November, 1929, and 
Mareh, 1931. The shortage was 
first discovered, according to offi- 
cers of the company, when they 


began an investigation in March, | 


1931, to determine why the St. 
Louls office was using an wn- 
usually large amount of postage 
stamps. 

The officers said they found 
Howard had forged receipts for 


$241 worth of stamps supposedly |- 


bought for the company. He ad- 
mitted taking the money, they say. 
and was discharged. Subsequently 
an audit showed a _ total shortage 
of $665 in the stamp account, mis- 
appropriation of $1335 that em- 
ployes had paid in for stock in the 
company and shortage of $425 in 
company cash. 

Before the audit was completed, 
however, Howard had disappeared 
and the company was unable to lo- 
cate him. Recently a Postal Tele- 
graph official in Denver reported 
he was living with relatives there. 
He was arrested last night.

Dr, Luedde, who has received a 
testing apparatus from the Harvard 
University Medical School, was un- 
able to estimate the much greater 
power of the new instrument which 
has attracted the attention of scien- 
tists all over the world. A series 
of test will be conducted shortly 
and reports sent to Harvard for 
‘measurement. 

Experiments will be conducted 
consistently, howcver, with the ap- 
paratus to extend its use far be- 
yond the field of ophthalmology, 
Dr. Luedde indicated. It may be 
employed extensively in taking 
fragments from throat, chest and 
abdomen with a minimum’ of lac- 
eration. i

At times there has been 
some faint applause. But when 
I’ve really worked hardest at the 
job, when I have been definitely 
and defiantly brave and honest and 
noble, I have invariably found my- 
self just about as popular as a dose 
of hives. No one has approved 
of me. No one has understood me.

Immunizing Infants 


N order that the fullest benefit 

might be derived from the im- 

munizing of infants against 
diphtheria, it is essential that the 
treatment be applied in the earliest 
years of life. 

To this end a good deal of study 
has*been devoted to determine at 
what age it is best to immunize. 

It has been established that most 
infants, at least those born to 
urban mothers, possess at birth a 
certain amount of natural resist- 
ance to diphtheria. This immunity 
comes to them from the blood of 
the mother. 

By means of the Shick test, which 
determines the capacity of the 
body to neutralize the toxin of the 
diphtheria bacillus, it has been 
shown that this immunity in the 
infant lasts.for about three months 
and then déclines until about sir 
months of age, when most infants 
show a loss of their preventive fm- 
munity. 

A few infants hold on to their 
immunity for as long as three 
years, It would appear, therefore, 
that at about nine manths of age 
the average child is both ready for 
and requires immunization against 
diphtheria. 

These studies have brought forth 
the interesting fact that when cer- 
tain infants are given immuniza- 
tion treatment with toxin-antitoxin 
or toxoid, their reaction is not as 
good as is desirable. 

This is particularly the case in 
children who retain the immunity 


| with which they are born, 


It appears paradoxical, yet it 
seems that because of this inherent 
}immunity the body does not react 
as strongly to the immunization 
treatment. - : 

In the light of this, it is recom- 
mended that after the child has 
been immunized it should be tested 
after a period of time with the 
Shick test, to determine whether 
the treatment was fully effective.
